Firemen Save Bolton Gasoline Tanks 

Fulton County firemen early today brought under control. a 
flash fire which destroyed a large tank truck, a gasoline load- 
ing platform and threatened for more than an hour to spread 
to several huge gas storage tanks at the Bolton plant of the 
Southeastern Pipe Line Company. 

The fire, which enveloped the partly-loaded truck instantly 
after the driver started the motor, sent flames more than 100 
feet in the air. The spectacular blaze brought spctators from 
several miles around. 

All fire-fighting equipment in West Fulton County battled the 
blaze for more than 45 minutes before they were able to smother 
the fire. 

Police reported that neither the driver of the truck nor the 
platform loading operator were injured. 


Scottsboro Case Figure Flees in Prison Break 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., July 20—(4).-Haywood Patterson, one 
ef the defendants in the famed Scottsboro case in the early 
1930s, escaped from Kilby Prison late today along with eight 
ether Negro convicts. 

Patterson. now 35 years old, was serving a 75-year term for 
rape. He was convicted in 1937 and had escaped once before 
tonight. That was in 1943 when he got away from Atmore Prison 
and was recaptured two days later. 

Five of the nine Negroes who got away were taken into cus- 
tody a few hours later but Patterson and three others were still 
at large. 

One of nine Negroes originally charged with raping two 
white women on a freight train near Scottsboro, Ala., in 1931, 
Patterson was first given the death penalty as were all the others. 

After six years of appealing his case to the courts, he was 
finally given a 75-year prison term. 


American's Killers Will Be Punished, Egypt Says 


WASHINGTON, July 20—(UP)—The United States was as- 
sured by the Egyptian Government today that it will punish the 
persons responsible for the fatal stoning of an American tourist 
in the streets of Cairo. 

It was understood the Egyptian Government and Cairo police 
tentatively have laid the blame on “three ‘drunken persons.” 

The victim was Stephen Haas, a 53-year-old Philadelphia 
realtor who, with his wife, Kathryn, was on a five-month tour of 
the Mediterranean.

Tornado Wrecks Dairy, Hits Airport 

NORFOLK, Va., July 20—(4’)—A violent windstorm described 
as a tornade swept across Princess Anne County late today, leav- 
ing a narrow path of destruction from the big Bayville Dairy 
Farms on Shore Drive to the Virginia Beach airport on the Nor- 
folk-Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

The storm with unestimated wind velocity and sharp light 
ning came in from the north and first struck the dairy, where 
lightning killed seven prized Guernsey milch cows in a pasture, 
and then passed on to the airport, wrecking the main hangar and 
twisting five planes into irreparable loss.

WASHINGTON, July 20—(UP) 
The United States is pursuing a 
firm three-point policy in the Ber-:

| The Berlin situation is regarded 
by responsible American officials 
‘as very grave and has inherent 
‘war dangers if the Soviet Union 
hostilities. At the same

‘by the Administration or Republi- 
can Party leaders as hopeless. 
| The growing crisis was reflected | 
‘today in announcements that: 
‘American air power in Germany| 
‘will be bolstered by 75 jet-pro-| 
‘pelled fighter planes and that 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American 
Commander in Germany, has been 
summoned to Washington for a re- 
port on the situation. Gen. Clay 
is now en route to the U. S. 

The American moves followed a 
surprise Russian announcement 
that they were prepared to supply 
all of Berlin with food. The Rus- 
sian announcement was labeled 
“propaganda” by Allied spokes- 
men who tended to discount it in 
view of the fact that it would de- 
feat the apparent purpose of the 
Russian blockade of Berlin. 

U. S. spokesmen in England 
‘said the 75 “Shooting Star” jets, 
comprising a full group of fighters, 
‘would arrive in Scotland Aug. 4 
on the Aircraft Carrier Sicily, and | 
‘would flown to Germany—but | 
not to Berlin. | 

Sixteen U. S. jet fighters arrived 
in Britain today after an historic 
Atlantic crossing. 

American policy in the current 
crisis, it was learned, is based on 
these principles: 

1. The United States is deter- 
mined not to be forced out ot Ber 
lin by the Soviet starvation block- 
ade. If the Russians should sud-' 
denly decide to apply military| 
‘force it will be met with force to 
preserve American honor and na- 
tional security, since the U. S. 
maintains it has the right to re 
main in the former German cap) 
tal. 

2. This Government is equally 
determined to find a peaceful but 
completely unappeasing solution 
of the present impasse with Rus- | 
sia by exhausting, in conjunction 
with the other Western powers, 
all reasonable diplomatic negotia- 
tions. 

3. The United States will con- 
tinue to meet Soviet subbornness 
with firmness, calmness and pa- 
tience in order to avoid any inci- 
dents that might start a_ war. 
Thus, U. S. officials figure, war 
could only be started by overt So- 
viet acts if the policy course now 
set develops as planned. 


While it is still believed that 
Russia does not want to start a 
war, it is conceded that in the light 
of recent European reversals Mos- 
cow may be prepared to take 
greater war risks. 

Factors prompting this evalua- 
include the Cominform-Mar- 
Tito differences, Communist 
losses in the Dutch and Finnish 
‘elections, recent anti-Communist 
demonstrations in Czechoslovakia, 
‘and—most important of all—the 
‘European Recovery Program.

Top friends of Herman predict that Evans, 
supporter of the late Eugene Talmadge, won’t | 
carry a single county.

Both Evans and Rabun are good speakers 
and are fighters. A former House Speaker, 
Evans has been on the State political scene 
before, while Rabun is taking a stab at it 
after being ousted as Pastor of Talmadge’s 
church. Rabun is speaking two and three 
times daily. Evans has not yet delivered his 


opening speech.

The South, Too, 
Is Changing 


What “happened” to the Southern position at | 


Philadelphia has been long in the making. It | 


has been happening, if we want to use that word, 
for some years. : 


In a time when it is essential that we think clearly and under. 
stand the position in which the South finds itself, it will be a tragic 
error if we in the South think of what happened at Philadelphia 
in terms of a sudden plot, or a political gamble quickly conceived 
in one of those smoke-filled rooms. 


What “happened” at Philadelphia, basically, was that the East- 
ern and Western party leaders determined to go ahead with the 
sort of party most likely to succeed in their regions. 
liberately made the choice not to appease the Southern position 
because they believed their political existence in the East and West 
depended upon their being a liberal party. They tormally rejected 
the long-held theory that in years of defeat the Southern wing 
must be the reservoir of the party's remaining strength. 


In thus Shaking out of the party’s decisions the conservatism 
of the Southern businessman, banker, farmer and professional man

The United States of America now has about 60 percent of its 
population in cities of from 2,500 population on up. In addition to 
that, it has thousands of persons in every State who are in the rural 
bracket of population because they live on small! farms. Actually, 
these are subsistence-type farms and the owner works in industry, 
leaving to his family the business of keeping the chickens, the few 
pigs, the cow or so, and the small acreage of grain and vegetables. 
If we could have an accurate break-down of our population we 
would find a surprisingly large portion of it tied with industry. 


Cities The packed cities, with their labor unions, their herd 
fears and emotions; their restiveness in the face of the 
always-present threat of unemployment; reduction of working days, 


; and strikes, are not, and never will be, conservative in politics. 


They will want, and get, more and more “liberalism” from political 
parties. 


All this has been growing gradually. What “happened” at Phila- 
delphia might have happened in 1944 had it not been for the war. 


| But what took place there in 1948 will not be reversed. The Demo- 


cratic party of the old era ended on July 14, in the afternoon ses- 
sion of the convention. It was ended out of no malice for the 
South. There was no joy in the doing. But there was determination. 


What the answer is for the South none may say with confidence. 
But certainly the answer is not the dismal fourth-party doings at 
Birmingham, where existed the same sort of leadership that in 
1860 pushed a South, reluctant to indulge in the civil war, into 
conflict with an unreasoning denial of history and reality. It 
was “leadership” which tried to justify the moral wrong of slavery 
with the Bible; which tried to create a nation with slavery as its 
keystone. Of all the Southern States at the time, only South 
Carolina and Mississippi were blindly whooping for war—a war 


that need not have happened. 

No more unrealistic or futile demonstration 
Fourth Party could have been made than that at Birming- 
ham. It was no wonder that even those who seek to defeat Harry 
Truman withdrew themselves from that wild affair, with its fyrat- 
ing persons who would solve everything by having the band play 
“Dixie” very loudly while the crowd cheers. Arkansas’ Gov. Laney 
came home from Philadelphia, where he had led the early fight, 
to say the answer lies within the party. So, at Birmingham, there 
was South Carolina, Mississippi, and the smell of tidelands oil 
money—and a cold shiver as one thought of 1860. ; 


The answer does lie in the party—or in the establishment of the 
two-party system down to the precinct level. The answer is not 
in forming another -splinter party to go along with Henry Wallace's 
in accomplishing nothing. 

The South, too, has cities fighting for industry and for more 
income. The South cannot turn away and find the answer or its 
own future in madder and louder band music or the jigs and 
shrieks of those who want to secede and repeal the emancipation 
proclamation. 


All this has been “happening” since the eighties. 

Time and economics and the machine age have caught up with 
us. The cities have taken over. And we have cities in the South. 
We must continue to progress and fight for our place. We can- 
not “walk out.”

The South and the Revolt 


WASHINGTON—The current attempt of some elements in the South to break 
away from President Truman and split the Democratic Party in its traditional 
stronghold finds the South itself splitting in turn into groups to set up a counter- 
rebellion against the self-appointed State righters. 

This is helpful, in its way, because it shows dramatically that the whole 


herded .together under the Confedrate flag. 


This resistance to.the Truman 


moveneit springs from various motives—personal conviction, awareness that the War Between the 
States is over; and in some cases is dictated by practical political considerations. 


-A symbol is the South Carolina Federal Judge, 
J. Waties Waring, of an old Charleston famiiy, 
who, even while the Southerners were rebelling 
at the Philadelphia convention against the Tru- 
man civil rights program, was declaring calmly 
troni the bench that no subterfuges could be used 
by South Carolina Democratic Party officials to 
ras Negroes from voting in party primary elec- 
He announced bluntly that anybody who 
viainted his decision would be jailed for con- 
tempt. — 
To the Negro standing before him who had 
‘brought a case against discrimination, he said: 


“It’s a disgrace and a shame when you must 
come into court and ask a judge to tell you you 
are an American.” 

' These words might well become historic.

democratic. The Judge was merely back- 
ing up the United States Supreme Court in 
its outlawry of the “white primary” and the

The South’.Carolina Democratic Party, like 
some in other Southern States, has used all sorts 
of devices to evade the dictum of the Supreme 
Court against the “white primary.” It was a 
decision by Judge Waring some months ago 
against such a dodge that was sustained by the 
Supreme Court. But the Democratic Party in 
South Carolina cooked up another by requiring 
Negroes to take an oath upholding segregation 
before they could vote. It was this against 
which Judge Waring struck the other day, and 
the Chairman of the State Democratic Executive 
Committee subsequently directed that his order 
be fully carried out. <That looks like progress. 

Significantly an element of the South Carolina 
Democtatic Party composed of upstate farmers 
and mill workers came forward recently in de- 
fense of Negro voting. This recalls an often for- 
gotten chapter in politics of the South which was 
an alliance after the War Between the States of 


the same sort of elements with Negroes in a 


common front to improve their economic wel- 
fare. That alliance was destroyed during the 
Populist era in the South, when it became effec- 
tive politically, by appeals to prejudice and in- 
stitution of the “white primary” to deny Negroes 
the vote. Its revival today, despite similar ap- 
peals to prejudice, is a hopeful sign. 

It is interesting that it happens in the State 
which led the. way to secession in the sixties, 
and the State which has provided, in Gov. J. 
Strom Thurmond, the presidential candidate of 
the new Confederate movement organized in Bir- 
mingham. This alliance may impede Gov. Thur- 
mond in lining up his State electors against 
President Truman. 


It bespeaks the ferment all over the South | 


todav out of which may come something not 
anticipated by the Birmingham. revolutionaries. 
For other elements in the South will refuse to 
go along with this rump rebellion, including 
church groups, labor groups, and independent 
citizens who are working quietly in behalf of 
extension of civil rights. 

But the most effective deterrent, perhaps, is 
plain practical politics. 

It is noteworthy, for example, that outstand- 
ing party leaders in the South kept aloof from 
the antics at Philadelphia and are having no part 
in the Birmingham movement, such men as Sen.

Checked by Sharp Uplift 


NEW YORK, July 20—(#)—The stock market landed on its feet Y 


today after three days of tumbling prices. On the heels of Monday’s 
decline, sharpest in nearly two years, prices rallied fractions to six 
points or so. Rail and oil stocks started rolling forward and-most 
ef the balance of the market followed suit. 

Turnover of 1,460,000 shares was 
eonsiderably under yesterday’s 
2,560,000 but nevertheless a nice 
bit of business for the financial 
district. 

Wall Street quarters attributed 
the recovery mainly to so-called 
“technical” reasons. For instance, 
many orders were placed some 
time ago to buy at certain price 
levels. These levels were reached 
late yesterday and the orders were 
executed. 

Some brokers also reported that 
late today demand from out-of- 
town sources perked up. That 
usually is taken as an indication 
that the public is interested. 

The financial district professed 
to see a very slight improvement 
in the latest developments con- 
eerning the Berlin blockade. While 
this may not have influenced 
large-scale buying, at least it had 
the effect of preventing aggressive 
selling.
